X do not know want either of you tninka of Sherman Skolnlck# X presume 
you both know of him only too well* Hither than being tna man who one© caused 
the resignation of two judges, he is a man os twisted in mind os nature made 
him in body, eaten with on endless need to get publicity at eny coot, ea a sort 
of self- justification, compensation requirement of his existence# ^ is a man of 
limitless irresponsibility and total intellectual dishonesty# 

Having run out of local causes with which he cr uld keep himself in the 
public eye, earlier this year he decider: to turn to the assassination, equipped 
for thi 3 with an ignorance impossible to equal among literates* On February 7 
ho knew but two names of tnoee who had written books on the subject, so ho became 
on inatsnt expert# Through a colleague on tuo staff at Columbia College he met a 
young man who had earlier lived in Chicago end who had helped me seek out some 
local angles of ono aspect of a book 1 nod written and copyrighted, but could 
not get printed* Under subterfuges consisting, essentially, of his promise to do no 
more then try &nu carry my Chicago investigations forward end tue promise to 
check me rae first, he obtained from this man, now living in Pittsburgh, two things, 
both included in the book: a aeries of my documents from the National .Archives, 

FBI reports relating to ono Thomaa A Valle©, who:**; the Secret Service expected to 
try and kill JFK 11/&/&3 auU a eerie e of Chicago records relating to the contrived 
arrest of Valloe* It happens that toy copies of those all contain special marks 
for special purposes* Instead, of getting in touch with mo, waich I doubt he over 
intended, or carrying the investigation forward, as soon os skolnick learned from 
the Chicago Journoliani Review that an indictment whs pending ©gains s man involved 
in tr.e Valise arrest, Sgt. Dc.ni&i Groth, the same one of the Black Panther killings, 
he launched hie campaign# It waaat tnis time that he got the doca meats from my men# 
First he used them ca his own on ft’RSV, which has to this day refused to respond to 
my lotto ra and ffeilefi to provide a requested tape, telling me by phono they do u<bt 
hove ono. Then be got WCFL to with him# They used taip materiel in advance 

of his filing of an entirely spurio s suit under a lew none of th* requirements of 
which he met# They issued his press release on it in their name, tuus getting him 
e degree cf notional attention he coul not have gotten for ulmaeif* They also 
refuse to answer letters# x have spoken to totn by phone end novo thorn and my 
conversation with Skolnick taped* 1 also have o toped With permission on tne tape) 
statement of the fsefcs end mi srepre scuta tiona by Skolnick from this friend# Skol- 
nick: was so anxious to get tui 3 publicity, to appear to be tae men who brought 
retribution to Groth, vmoso indictment no had every reason to believe wan in the 
works, tuot no didn’t do tu also-iliegol thing no could have done, duplicate my 
work# Ho attached to nia "suit" copies of my papers, including these distinctive 
added marks, thus living no doubt about tue theft, for non of these marks ore 
on the originals# Further, ho never m*do any req uest of eny nature of the * rchives, 
a legal ?« well us a±« logical prerequisites of o suit 'alleging sunoression ^nd 
seeking to invoke the so-Celiod "Fi’cedora of Information'’ Act* 



Aside from any damages that might be obtained from V-CFL and/or Metro- 
media, which oooms to Lave so’.e connoction with the station that x ve not 
attempted to check into, the things that concern me most of oil ore thesor 

iiis cose is a legal, fiction. Its only contact with reality is v»hst he 
stole from me. The rest is the wildest imaginings into 7/oicahe has woved defamations 
so serious he has defamed those you’d not thi;.k it possible to defame. It inevitably 
will be thrown out of court* This, of course, is mat I also seek. However, if it 
is thrown out oa motion of the government, there will be enormous headlines, "Warren 
^eport ^indicated”, or "No Suppressions in JJ?K Murder', things like that* This 
will do much damage to want X aev- worked so hard for and, 1 suggest, will not 
br to tae interest of any concerned citizen. Moreover, it will do similar darns go *o 
viable suits ageinst the government for just this kind of suppression# As a natter 
of fact, 1 ha vo Juat won the first, rgainot the Department of Justice. Such 
legal victories of significance do not get the attention in therrprees tuot 
irresponsible sensationalism seems to achieve. You will, however, be hearing more 
of thi*>, 1 believe# 

Through the friend who formerly lived in Chicago, Swn having not 
had timo to reply to my oorlier letter, I sought to find someone who would file 
for mo the papers I would present or a lawyer who would represent me in this end 
an effort to collect damages (I presume -kolrdck hae nothing from which to 
collect), His report lt> that everyone is in fear of ^arrassaent from Skoluick, • -.md 
of this y u should both be swore* Even the T? stations on which he appeared indi- 
cated this when I c ught time for response, which is required by the FCC* They 

afraid of him for ho files these suits like normal people breathe, and it costs 
to defend them. 

So, 1 wrote tho court end asked if I c* uld file a complaint by mail# 
Deputy Clerk B# Stuart Cunningham’s response V7ea not really on answer, but It did 
indicate I could, so I did# now writes ms ebo.it added requirements: that 1 also 
htfve local counsel, in effect, or s lawyer who presents mo to the covirt, end that 
I file o $250 bond within tho State of Illinois, wher* property will do* I Us to 
written him asking If these provisions can be waived and if he con tell me how to 
errant * bond within the State in shich 1 do not live. And I write you to see if 
you eon help me In either way. Of Sea I do not ask th-t he do any work in court. 

I would handle my own c~se, and 1 would look forward to waiving pre-trial discovery 
proceedings *nd getting thot skunk on. the stand. Actually, it i a important tact I 
act with 3 peed. % one wonder la why the government hasn’t, because tuo case is so 
open end shut, and because taey very much want tala kind of publicity* 

■^ot knowing the law, my opinion may bo wrong, but I tain# collection is 

possible from ACFI, because they did jot merely report the news# x n t-da case they 

made it, with my property, with e re ortor named Fehu (X also uovo him end Mo boss 

on ta-e) working with Skolnick and never making the moat perfunctory check* Example: 
^kolnick alleges tho record of tho purchase of the alleged assassination rifle from 
K&Mn’e ua suppressed. It ia the central argument of the Comission’c argument, the 
beginning of the Report 11 a captor on "The Again", where it ia reproduced in fee3i- 
raila# From this you esn see how much " research'’ Skolnich hes done* Or Chocking by 
kCFL, ’-here tney hed tho Report end a phono call to Klein’s, which gave the- records 
to the FBI tue night of tho assassination, ould have told them the fact.
